A Policeman Shot by a :Night

Barrett imagining that tho burglar intond-

when ho was met.by olhcer Curry, who was 
just at that moment coming up Irom the side 
of the ravine. ' Mistaking him for tho burg- 
lar or a eon fidaul, Barrett shouted "Stand 
back, or I'll shoot !" but Curry, who doubt- 
less luborod under a like error, prcssod in 
upon him, on which tho latter drew his re- 
volver and fired, infliciing a frightful wouad 
in poor Curry's right side and 'causing al- 
most inBlantanoous death. 

Barrett at onco blew his whistle for ai- 
sistanco, and on anotbor ntlicer arriving, ho 
proceeded to oxainiiia tlie prostrate man, 
when to his horror ho discovered hia fatal 
mislakn. : Hs^(^BCej3esgal{sbod ;tke officer 
for a doctor, and kneeling down by the dy- 
ing man, asked if it was he who bad struck 
him, to which the uafortunate oflicer with 
hia last gasp feebly replied " I struck no 
iiiaii," aud expired. 

Upon the return of tho ofOccrs Barrett at 
oDoe gave himself upi and was lodged in 
gaol, where Dr. Chipp dressed the wound in 
his forehead. Tho dead man was also 
brought lo the barracks. Doctors Trimble 
and llaggin were in attendance, but soon 
found that their aid was of no avail. 

Owiog to the late hour. at which the sad 
ocourtonce took place, wo ware unable to 
obtain further particulars bofoie going to 
press. 

The alTiiir saoms shrouded in mystery, but 
will doubllesri recoive a thorough investiga"- 
tion at the hands of the authorities.

Mr. Stewart .was 
called as a wilness,and oorroboraledplaintifl's 
statement as to the work done. On' cross- 
e.xamination by Mr. Park^he admitted he had 
worked for and represented the claim held 
by Mr. Suter and a Mr. Kane, jointly, and 
bad nothing to do with any. .other.- interest. — 
lie had been paid by Mr. Suter. 

Mr. Dennes, on behalf of Barnston, urged 
tho nonjoinder of the rest of the shareholders 
as a good reason why his client should not 
bo held liable, and further that Lis ulieoi had 
liot engaged tho plaintifl'. 

.\Ir. I'nrk suid there was great diflicuUy in 
doaling with cases of thi.s /<ort; so far from 
the place where tho work bad been dou?, 
liis client, Mr. Laumoister, had abandoned 
his claim sometime proriously to the work 
boing done, and had given notice to Foley to 
that ellact, ho therefore could not be in any 
case held liable. 

-Mr. fjutcr in conjunction with Mr. Kane 
hold one full interest, 4nd thoy had jointly 
employed tho witnesi, Stewart, to work it, 
Stewart had nothing lo do with ony other 
interest and was paid by them. Rlr. Suter

HORRIBLE CA9E OF IITOIVIDUAL 
BUFFERINO' 

Among the casualties reported iu tho St. 
Lnuis papers from the eircets of the cold snap 

11 the following : — On \cw Year's day, Mr, 
Frntliiiighain, aaLietary ol the Medina Coun- 
ty Coal CoiJip.iny, with an Irish assislant,nt- 
tompled to secure a bar;,'y lo the Ehoro, but 
were carried down the river by Iho ice, seve- 
ral miles below the city. Tho bargo drifted 
again.st the shore, v.'hou tho Irishman landed 
to tie the rope, but it pulled awuy from him, 
o.nd carried Frothingliam into the stream. He 
waa left llicro, and oaly jestcnlay his body 
was found on the shore, frozen n%\(\. I'ho 
poor man had reaohod ahoro only to ilio. 

The Irishman, alter the rope slipped from 
bia benumbed and freezing hands, started up 
the river in the endeavor to teach the village 
of Cabokia, a mile and a-ba)f away. We all 
remember bow cold was that dreadful day, 
and with what relentless fqry the Storm raged 
even here in the city. VVhal must have been 
the con lilion of a man gelling oil on such n 
shore, himself nigh Irozanatlho time,aud tho 
wind sweeping from the riyer with unlinped 
ed velocity 1 It was a chance that ho was 
not buried alive in a sunw-drilt. Ho mada 
bis way, however, to tho lown, Uough in 
jiiidi a statu thai ho would have, perhaps, boon 
bolter if Ijo bad died out in tlio storm. He 
was taken into thu house ol a kind-hearted 
Frencliiiian in (^aliokia, and oared for as well 
a.' coulJ be. lint il w.is .soon di.=coverod that 
he was Inrribly frostbitten. Holli arms lo his 
elbows, his left foot and lej; nearly to llio 
kneo, his oars and nose,woro frozen and turn- 
ed black I Quo log and both arms will, it ia 
thought, have to bo amputated. Tha sullor- 
inga of Iho poor man were, of course, intense 
ond lioarlronding. Ho was yosterday brought 
lo hia homo in this oily, by the Frenchman 
who look him in, and who was absent from 
borne on that errand when the officers of the 
Fisher passed through tho villago, though 
thoy dill not learn whore waa tho homo of the 
unfortunale man.

£niTOR BKiTisit Cri,os'i.sT : — Wo thank 
you furthe friendly, and in tho main, judic- 
ioa<\ notice, which, in your issue of tbia morn- 
ing, you give lo our unterprije of supplying 
Victoria wilh water 

Wo beg 10 demur, liowcvor,to the position 
you lake, that an o.\clusivu privilege should 
not be granluil for n longer period than five 
yc.nrs. If we were asking a high rule for 
wator lliia would be reasonable, but inasmuch 
as wo offer lo bo vestrictod to rales, one-half 
of what weo-xpoct lu chargo if no exclusive 
privilege bo granted us, and but little over 
one-fourth tha nilcH now paid by our fellow 
oilizeus for water, it must bo poifoolly plain 
that the exchiiivB privilege will have little 
or no value if given lo us for fivo years only. 

For, auppoaing no exulnaivo prirolcgo be 
granted us, it is hardly .probable that any 
other rival water compaby- will ■ be estab- 
li.sheJ, or even projected, for three or four 
years to coine, nor then, unless Victuria 
grows much more rapidly, tb^n It haa in ilie 
past year. If then wo sell-watpria^ 50 ccnla 
per 100 gallons, a reductiun'ofi-TS.-tier rent, 
from tho present prices, inasmnch as Iho 
necessary current expenses in both cases 
would bo Iho same, we should probablv 
make as maeh in 3 or 4 years so onrc'trictedi' 
as in the ten years at the half rates wu prc- 
poso in our bill. 

Wo are doairoua of establishing Grat rale 
works, suitable to Victoria, and wo propose 
that our citizens and others may assist tho 
enterpriso wilh their capital nnd participate 
in its profilB. In asking for ten years nt tbo 
low rales at which wo oiler water wo are 
pulling off tho day of rcniuneralioii mnch 
farthnr than is usual on this coast, whore in.- 
terost ia bo high. Wo prefer l.owever tho 
tried English moihoda, a safe interpriso and 
moderate returna.

NOnTHBRN FAITH-SOUTHERN EN- 
DURANCE. 

Currcspondtuco of the London Tunes. 

Uicnuo.S'D, Nov. 14. 
No one who has been conver«»nt with tlio 
Northern States during the last two and n-hall 
ykars can have failed to notice wilh astonish- 
ment the faith stronger than death which tbo 
Northorners have exhibited in their " star," 
their " inanilosl destiny," their "religion," 
their Alpha and Omega, their dream of do- 
minion from aoa to aea, and (lo quote Mr. 
Everett's words) " Irom tho icy I'oh^ to the 
flaming bolt of tho Kipiator." No parallel 
faith has ever been exhibited by the Conled- 
oralH States in their future. Six great South- 
ern vieloriee in tha field and drawn battles, 
exhausting tho nine principal collisions of the 
war. the eiiliro abacnce of any such iiaiiie 
routs as linll Kun or (Jhicamauga, the tried 
inellioacy of thn Federal blockade, the unmo- 
lested predatory flight of Aiubarnas and Flo> 
ridus at sen, have allogcthor failed to inspiro 
ihe South wilh a titho o( that oonCdenco in 
themselves, whiell nuithor defeat nor disaster, 
nor hope deferred, nor illusious ili5i)ollcd,liaTa 
ovor shaken out of ihe Northerners Deny it 
who may, there is something sublime in this 
shadowy ourncatnoss nnd misty maguifieence 
of Northern faith and self-reliance. Would 
that 1 could stto promise of future and final 
Southern triumph in any corresponding qual- 
ity of Iho Southern mind ! In many fashions 
Southern unfaith crops up and recoils upon 
the Confederate government, making, lor in- 
stjtttcie,, 'Mr. .Mcrarainger's task, though he 
taknois stand upon raw material worth six- 
ty or seventy milliuna of pounds aleiling.ller'- 
culean aa compared with Mr. Chase's.who is- 
sues vastly larger promisoB to pay ou a aocur* 
ity of bri adatull exports worth only sixty or 
seventy millions of dollars. There are, of 
course, other reasoos tO acpount lor tha fact 
that three dollars in "'gieeDbnohs" will bay 
tno dollars in gold, while it requires thirty 
paper ddllars of the .Cpnfcderaoy to buy a 
like sum; but tho fundamental explanations 
of tbe discrepancy in value of tho irredeem- 
able paper issues of the two sections lies in 
tho vastly superior faith in themselves of the 
Northern people. For many months we have 
hoard throughout the Confederacy the cuckoo 
cry — " Do something to arrest the doprecia- 
lion of tho currency, or wo perish;" but hith- 
erto nothing haa been done, and na it i.s now 
aeon by. everybody, we nre on the brink of a 
procipico. 

In this emergency all eyes turn to the 
Confederate Congress, which incols upon the 
7th of i)eo iber ; and iiuvot was graver 
question suoniitled to a deliberalive assembly 
than that which awaila its immediate discus- 
sion. Some BOOorUUO millions of dollars 
are alloat in a oommunily which could with 
difficulty sustain a circulation of 200 mlH'OiiB, 
aud, worse lhan all, Mr. Memmingcr's paper 
mill ia harder nt work than ever, until the 
dollar, whiub now rppreaeiiis the valuo of 
four pence English, promises shortly to bo 
worth only four fattbiogs. The redundant 
oprreoqy,^aB somebow.to be.faadod, fresh 
IsaneB to be soapended,' a limited amount ol 
oirculBting medium to be - put foilh, and a 
solemn pledge given that this amount shall 
not afterwards be exooeded, I ant boi|nd to 
record that tho people' ard in no temper to 
stand uxtiavant taxation. For many weoks 
past the Confederalo Cabinet has been 
eagerly engaged in discussing and c.xcogila- 
tiiig a sehiinie uf relief, and a financial con- 
vention of the |)re.iidenl3 of the Southern 
banks is to usseiublo al Augusta on the HUli 
inslant. I havo reason to think that some 
such iilan as tha lollowing has found favur 
in tho eyes of inlluoiitinl men. Authority 
will be given to the Secretary of tho Trea- 
sury to i.ssuo 1,000 miUioiH of 6 per cent 
coupon bonds, and simultaneously to impose 
an annual ta.\ of 5 jiur eoni on leal anil per- 
sonal estntc capitalized, of which li.x one- 
half is lo bo paid in currency and the oilier 
half in ,=pesie or coupons of tha 1,000 million 
loan. There will ba induceinent.s olfored 
(auch as a bonus of per cent) nt once lo 
buy up or convert currency into this loan, 
and il is hoped that so much of the existing 
oircul&tion will' be' quickly 'retired aa will 
immediately reduce prjcea, and ^dulit of a 
limit being put lo the oiitatonding currency. 
Other details of this scheme tbcr.e aie tnabuod- 
anco, but, cunoisaly slated, tls'obtline'is not 
fai from what I hare sketched. My own op- 
prohenaipn ia that it will not bo prompt and 
drastio enough in ita operaiion to swoop away 
at onco tho va.sl rodiindaaey ol tha currency 
to inspire conhdenco in a di.^truitful pao|)lu, 
ami lu bring suppliex promptly inlo inarkot. 
i( it fills, Itiere is no ..llernativo left for tho 
the gnvi riinienl but to seiz-i ar.il iniprois 
whalevor it wants with a high hand, and lu 
this ntup il will bu inipollud, ratliur than 
jiold to the baled Vaokee.i, by tho almost 
unanimous voice of the [luople. 

It was. long ago remarked by Macliinvolli 
that no peoplu onco embarked in war is ever 
foroed iulo pence by reason of pecuniary in-, 
anition, and norer were Iheio nations loss 
amonabia to considerations ol cash than Ihe 
Iwo socliona of u sundered republic, whieh 
Ihroc years ago exhibited an average of indi- 
vidual wealth among its cilizcna Buch aa 
could be found nowhere else upon oarth. 
The onibarrassmenta of tho Confederatea in, 
aJjustiiig their cuirency, in gelling the sup. 
plies which abound in distant Florida and 
elsoTvheta; Ojp'/tb' Ihe moulha which need 
them, and in" introducing thrviugh un in-, 
crenaingly stringent blockade all that is vital 
lor their continued struggle, may bo, and 
probably wili ha, grievous and perplexing ; 
that they will bo Buob as lo o.vlinguisli or 
paiulyza future rosiatance will not be ligtilly 
credited by ono who knows what dilliuultiea 
have already been surmounted, what short- 
comings supplomencodi what oadrgy and ih** 
gonuity displayed. 

The reported capture of the two principal 
govcrninont vessels which have since January 
lust been engaged in ru:;niiig the blockade, 
aud which have wade nearly filly round 
voyages between them, will doubtless bo hold 
up to England by Mr. SbwurU as a great in- 
Blanco ol Ynnkoo vigor ; and yet il requires 
large charity to regard aa eQeolive such a 
blockade as has been for olovon months 
piece'ed.fst:will by the Coraubia andGlrnfTe, 
or, as she lias rooenlly been called, tho Robt, 
£ Lee, Doubtless (resh government vessels 
will soon be obeyio^ tba behests of tho Ord- 
nance Bureau, and in the meantime suqh Is 
the glut of bluukading goods inlrod(\ced 'it)to 
tha Confederacy by the vessels belonging to 
private oompatiios, that I undacslaad there 
ore ut Ihia momonl fifteen cargoes wsro- 
huusi'd at Wilmington, awaiting a riao iu 
prices beloro they »ie olTared for aalo. Never 
ainco thoostRblishniout of American iudu- 
pandenoa have Vheru been Buch supplio.i of 
brandies and wines iiiio nichmoiul, Augusta 
aud many olhor cities ua at this momonl.
